Whilft  the  public  mind  is  agitated 
nd  inccnfed,  at  the  narrow  policy  ot 
Spain,  in  (butting  her  ports  againll  us, 
permit  me,  through  the  channel  of  you 
prel's,  to  ftrike  at  the  enlarged  policy  ol 
our  more  latent  and  fpecious  enemies 
Inftead  of  Ikimming  on  the  furface  ol 
our  difafters,  1 wilh  to  level  a blow  at 
the  root  of  our  evils.

There 
is  the  fource  of  all  our  calamities— there 
our  ills  originated-— thence  we  have  de- 
rived our  misfortunes,  and  dill  finart 
der  her  political  fcourge. 

Let  us  no  more  be  deceived  with 
fair  fpeeclies  friendly  communications, 
and  pretended  good  intentions  of  our 
Prefident  and  Eaftern  brethren.  They 
will  do  any  thing  for  us,  except  for  our 
advantage.  They  have  given  proofs  e 
nough  of  this  dispolition. 

It  may  be  alked,  why  may  not  Eaft- 
ern America  extend  a favorable  difpo- 
fition  to  our  interefts  ? I anfwer,  be- 
caufe our  intereft  and  theirs  are  pointed- 
ly contradicling. 

Wh«t  I have  already  Hated,  may  be 
only  affertion,  and  affection  without 
proof,  amounting  only  to  inve&ive.— 
Now  therefore,  let  me  proceed  to  Hub- 
horn  fails — fails  undeniable  and  irrefuta- 
ble ; and  which  mud  tend  to  open  the 
eves  of  every  Weftern  American,  to  the 
unfriendly  views  and  conduil  of  Eaftern 
America  towards  us.

—that  is,  1 ft,  our  lack  of  intercom  It 
with  the  commercial  powers  of  Europe, 
makes  in  favour  of  their  markets,  aulv. 

It  will  finally  conic  to  pafs,  (if  we  will 
bear  it)  that  they  will  be  furnifiied  with 
the  live  Hock  of  Weftern  America  (i.  e 
our  iiorfes  and  cattle)  at  their  own  price. 

For  having  all  other  intercourfe  with  *.he 
world  lopt  off  we  mud  ultimately  ccm 
to  this  ; and  they  will  entirely  monopo 
life  our  traffic  upon  their  own  terms. 

For  money  we  mull  have,  otherwile  hov 
can  we  pay  our  lUte  and  continental 
taxes,  or  procure  tliofe  neceffary  cafb 
articles,  viz  ; iron,  (leel  and  fait  ? li 
things  go  on  thus,  we  (hail  be  more  de- 
pendent on  Eaftern  America,  than  th 
(fraelites  were  on  the  EgyptiansAar 
ur  lervitude  will  not  be  more  told 
They  were  commanded  to  make  brir 
(or  what  we  call  cat  and  clay)  with 
out  draw,  and  we  are  commanded  to 
pay  our  proportion  for  the  fupport  of  a 
government,  whofe  policy  it  is  toopprefs 
us,  without  a chance  of  a Lee  trade  to 
procure  the  money.  For  although  we 
poffefs  a fertile  country,  watered  by  na- 
vigable rivers,  yet  it  produces  not  the 
gold  of  Ophir,  neither  has  it  mines  like 
unto  those  of  Goleonda,  Mexico,  or 
l’rru. 

The  lands  of  Eaftern  America,  being 
poor  and  generally  worn  out,  they  have 
no  doubt  contemplated  to  live  on  the  fat 
of  onr  fertile  foil  without  paying  us  a 
juft  equivalent  in  return,  and  calculate  to 
dirive  more  folid  benefits  from  our  coun- 
try than  from  the  hard  labour  of  their 
numerous  negro  Haves.

File  interefts  of  Fiance,  Spain,  and 
Weftern  America,  would  go  hand  in 
hand,  and  they,  (France  and  Spain)  would 
(ludioufly  promote  our  commercial  prof- 
erity, for  their  own  advantage. 

But  it  is  to  the  advantage  of  Eaftern 
\mc-rica  to  keep  us  Under  the  hatches, 
bv  having  our  foreign  trade  cramped  as 
forelaid.  And  all  this  falfe  parade, 
feint  inarches,  and  pretended  ftir,  which 
our  eaftern  politicians  have  made  for  the 
procurement  of  a fiee  trade  for  us,  is 
only  to  amufe  us,  to  prevent  a dil'mem- 
berment  of  the  Union.

Louifiana.  The  Indiai2^inniediate- 
ately  on  our  borders,  were  always 
better  friends  to  the  French,  than 
to  the  Spaniards;  and  now  that 
the  former  have  become  American 
citizens,  there  feems  to  be  a double 
inducement  for  them  to  cultivate 
the  friendfhip  of  both  French  and 
Americans,  and  to  perpetuate  their 
indifference  towards  the  Spaniards. 
This  difpofiti  >n,  it  is  evident,  has 
excited  the  animoiity  of  that  jealous 
people.® 

With  refpeiSl  to  the  expedition  to 
xplore  the  Ked  River,  being  im- 
peded, nothing  lefs,  from  the  nature 
of  it,  could  have  been  expedled.  It 
l'eenis  that  its  objeft  w«s  to  pene- 
trate to  the  fource,  which  it  is  tole- 
rably well  underllood,  exifls  far 
within  the  acknowledged  boundaries 
of  the  Spaniih  dominions.  Should 
this  be  the  cafe,  the  right  of  go- 
vernment to  extend  it  so  far,  will 
be  difputed,  on  a well  known  prin- 
ciple of  the  Laws  of  Nations. 
Thus,  an  attack  on  the  Indians,  and 
on  the  exploring  party,  in  the  firll 
cafe,  from  refentment  towards  thofe 
people,  and  in  the  fecond  place,  from 
impreflions  that  the  rights  of 
reignty  were  violated  by  ou 
vernment,  do  not  combine  to  man 
ft  ft  any  positive  intention  on  the 
part  of  Spain  to  go  to  war  with  the 
United  States.  Befides,  when  na- 
tions go  to  war,  they  always  calcu- 
ate  on  fomething  effetflive  to  refult 
from  the  mealures  they  purllle. 
How  does  the  cafe  Hand  in  the  pre- 
fent affair  ? 

The  government  has  five  hundred 
'ffeilive  troops  at  Natchitoches, 
well  dilciplined  and  prepared  for  ac- 
ivefervice.  To  the  Eafl  of  this 
point,  the  Spaniards  are  prefenled 
with  a numerous  popul  .tion  as  far 
as  the  fliores  of  the  Miffiffippi  ; and 
beyond  them  with  all  the  means  of 
an  invading  arm) 
from  the  weft,  in  the  abundant  refour- 
cesof  the  lower  country.  On  the  other 
hand,  a troop  of  a thouland  men,  has 
been  flationed  on  our  borders,  com 
pofed  of  a miferable  rabble,  ener 
vatedby  long  inaction  and  the  chil- 
ling influence  of  their  government, 
which  is  calculated  to  debafe  itsfub- 
jefls  to  flaves,  but  not  to  elevate 
them  to  become  the  formidable  in- 
ftruments  of  war.  Behind  them  to 
the  weft,  the  Spaniards  are  pre- 
fented  with  a dreary  vvafte  of  fix  teen 
days  journey  to  San  Antonio, 
nearell  point,  from  whence,  tjiey: 
can  either  gain  foldiers  f^r  the  arTu 
or  provifions  to  fupply  it.  Unde 
this  afpeifluf  things,  is  it  to  be  pre- 
fumed,  that  the  Spaniards  can  cal- 
culate on  l'uccei’s  in  any  hoftile  at- 
tempts on  our  frontier?  When  nati- 
ons go  to  war,  the  mind  of  a^fcb- 
ferver  very  naturally  enters  nW> 
the  eftimate,  which  the  conllidling 
parties  make  of  the  chances  of  fuc- 
cefs  in  their  different  operations.

Uiat  our  government  had  given  it$| 
lainSlion  to  the  meafure.  Whilfffi 
they  are  under  the  influence  of  the^e!il 
delufion,  it  is  natural  for  them  to 
believe,  that  their  country  would 
be  invaded  by  the  Americans,  and 
it  is  of  courfe,  equally  natural,  that 
they  fliould  prepare  for  a defence  of 
it,  at  the  mod  vulnerable  points. 

In  our  refledlions  on  this  fubjedl,  it 
is  rational  to  devote  fomething  to 
the  fide  of  Spaniih  jealoufy. 

General  Wilkinfon  has  been  ex- 
pected, for  fonie  time,  at  Loftus’s 
Heights.  It  is  prefumed  that  he 
has  been  induced  to  come  down,  by 
the  pofture  of  our  Spanidi  affairs  to 
the  weft.  The  Governor  of  this 
territory  pafl’ed  on  through  Opelo^ 
fas,  fonie  fliort  time  fince,  to'-lhoj 
a conference  with  him.  ^
